Sir Frederick Stupart who has 
studied the weather for fifty years, 
says there has been no change in the 
climate of any country. It ebbs and 
flows like the. tides. There always 
were cold and open winters and there 
always will be. A series of mild win¬ 
ters does not justify a belief that the 
climate of this country is changing. 
Cold, hard winters will come again. 
Reverting to weather, he says it is 
vain to base prognostications on 
squirrels, or nuts or groundhogs and 
that Indians are not better weather 
forecasters than he. Apparently the 
meteorological bureau can do no more 
with tolerable safety than forecast a 
day or two in advance. We asked a 
farmer who had a local reputation as 
a weather prophet how he won that 
reputation. He said that in dry weath¬ 
er he predicted dry weather and in wet 
weather he predicted wet weather, 
and was often right.

We have always admired the per¬ 
sistence and sell-denial of wealthy 
city men who lose all sorts of money 
farming just to show farmers that 
farming pays. The average farmer 
with acres ranging from one to three 
hundred has a large investment tied 
up in binders, mowers, hay-rackes, 
hay loaders, hay forks, tedders, man¬ 
ure-spreaders, etc., that are employ¬ 
able for only a week or two in a year. 
The overhead is too high, and we had 
the idea that operating on a larger 
field with the same outfit, a farmei 
would have a better chance, but the 
experience of Bell, Dalrympte and 
others has changed that view. Along 
comes Henry hord and on his farm 
near Dearborn, he has made it pay, 
at least we read that he has. But then, 
Henry is a wizard. He started a 
weekly newspaper, the Dearborn In¬ 
dependent, and inside of a few years 
he was worth easily two hundred mil¬ 
lion dollars, some of which he lost by 
publishing articles derogatory to the 
Jews. He found then that losses could 
be made even in the weekly newspa¬ 
per business, so he gave it up. His 
profitable experience with the Legion 
farm at Dearborn encourages him to 
start sinVitar farms wherever he has 
automobile plants.

A correspondent of the Toronto 
Globe and Mail ha s been snooping 
through Quebec to ascertain how the 
people there would react to a call to 
arms. On account of Germany’s 
treatment of the Church, some of tne 
clergy felt that there would be volun¬ 
tary enlistment as there was in the 
last war, but that conscription would 
be resisted. That was the view of the 
laity, too. The idea of engaging in a 
foreign war is repugnant to all. The 
defence of the country from which 
they stemmed did not appeal to them 
in 1914 and now in 1938, the defence 
of the Church to which they owe al¬ 
legiance will not divorce them from 
the soil. Isolation is the desire of Que¬ 
bec as it is of the United States, but 
whether they can maintain that isola¬ 
tion depends upon ‘-a country that 
shows no disposition to respect the 
wishes of others. 

If Saskatchewan seceded, as that 
section of the United Farmers sug¬ 
gests, it would be very awkward for 
the rest of Canada, but there'would be 
no blood shed, as there was at the 
time of the secession of the American 
colonies, mentioned by several of the 
speakers. If Saskatchewan decides to 
form an independent state within 
this dominion the rest of Canada will 
regretfully and reluctantly consent. It 
will be very awkward for all. Around 
the borders of the seceding area will 
be a double row of customs houses. If 
it elects to go in for free trade there 
will be only one, but revenue necessi-

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United States. If the_ “Dominion of Western Canada” 
proposed to secede from' eastern Canada and the Empire, 
for the purpose of joining United States, that would be 
something different. It is possible that United States 
would see in the resources of the prairies, a wealth that 
would justify the republic in assuming our Western debt. 

But the Saskatchewan secessionists have no thought o! 
this. They want to remain with the British Empire a no 
get divorced from Eastern Canada. This is a curious senti¬ 
ment. One would suppose that the feeling for the Domin¬ 
ion of Canada would be much nearer and dearer to every 
Canadian, than the feeling for the British Empire. The 
Dominion of Canada is a union that our forefathers creat¬ 
ed, and we ourselves have developed. It is the work of our 
own hands, whereas the tie with the British Empire is 
hereditary. If we have failed in our building of the Do¬ 
minion; if one area has been promoted, at the expense of 
another, or if one area shows diminishing productivity 
that makes old debt impossible to pay—surely these mat¬ 
ters can be faced and adjusted by the present generation, 
it is the reluctance to face facts which is the great weak¬ 
ness of the leaders of Canada today.

|T should not surprise Albertans to learn that their 
telephone conversations, measured in minutes, hours and 
days, exceed in volume anything that any of the other 
provinces can produce. The average telephone of the Al- 
oerta system, has to stand up under 3,340 conversations a 
year. In Saskatchewan and Manitoba they do about two- 
nurds as much talking, and in coast provinces, east and 
west, they have less than half the conversational powers ot 
us inlanders. Alberta telephone wires carry just about 
double the language, imposed upon the average line in any 
part of the Dominion. 

“Do our indefati¬ 
gable habits of conversation promote general happiness 
and understanding, or do we just talk because we haven’t 
anything else to do ‘.'Are we doing double the business of 
any Other parts of the dominion, or are our phone conver¬ 
sations largely social ? It would be interesting to get a 
day’s verbatim record of phone connections in our prov¬ 
ince, from half-a-dozen different points. It would be en¬ 
lightening. Do we discuss religion, politics, our diseases or 
the neighbors. Or do we confine ourselves to business .' 
Well anyway we must have a lot of ideas of one sort or 
another that we are seething to express.

WATER CONSERVATION 


| N recent date, much has been said about the need of 
* developing water resources in the West, in order to 
bring the maximum-benefit to the land. Last week at the 
Foothills’ Associated Boards of Trade, there was much 
discussion of small dam -projects, easily within the scope 
of fanners and ranchers, in order that excess spring mois¬ 
ture could be conserved. 

Senator Buchanan, considering the matter on a larger 
scale, urged co-operation between the provincial and fed¬ 
eral governments in order that Alberta’s resources might 
be developed to the full. So far there has been a deplor¬ 
able lack of co-operation betweeri Alberta government and 
Ottawa in the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act. In Sas¬ 
katchewan the P.F.R.A. has had notable success in devel¬ 
opment of reservoirs, and irrigation projects, large and 
small. 

Senator Buchanan pointed out the relatively favorable 
position of Alberta. All the great rivers of the prairies 
nave tneir source on the eastern slope of the Rockies, mak¬ 
ing a water supply for irrigation readily available, in spite 
of tne negative attitude of the provincial government in 
allying itself with the P.F.R. Act, there have been many 
excellent private projects developed in Alberta, bringing 
arid areas into fertile production. “Much better” said Sena¬ 
tor Buchanan “to spend money to develop water projects 
wnich will assure productiveness, than to continue paying 
relief bills every time there is a drought.” 

An article by C. S. Burchill in a recent Liberty touches 
on the results of the Eastern Irrigation project. In a year, 
the article says, in which drought laid its dire grip upon 
the eastern part of the province, the Eastern Irrigation dis¬ 
trict was an oasis. Lmler its development 100,000 acres 
of wasteland became a garden. Wheat, feed, cattle, lambs, 
hogs, fruit and vegetables, all nourished within that fer¬ 
tile area—and all round it was poverty and misery. 

'1 he Brooks Bulletin records a new extension of the E.l. 
D. Another artificial lake is being filled in the Rolling 
Hills, to bring irrigation to thousands of acres of farm and 
ranch land. The project was made possible under the K.F. 
R.A» through arrangement with the E.I.D. The entire con¬ 
struction was completed with the District’s own equipment. 

Other examples of prosperity, even in drought years, 
through^rfigation, are evident in the projects in south¬ 
eastern^Alberta. 

Maximum benefits could be obtained, however, if the 
mountain streams of the prairies were dammed near their 
source, in the foothills and mountains. This would be an 
P.F.R.A. project of importance and permanent benefit.

rpHE Saskatchewan branch of the United Farmers of 
Canada have created some stir by their resolution 
calling for a study of the question of secession of Western 
Canada. It is proposed that the three prairie provinces 
would unite in a Dominion of Western Canada, as an au¬ 
tonomous British state. In a straw vote taken by the Re¬ 
gina Leader-Post, there were 1607 votes in favor of seces¬ 
sion, 1,639 opposed and 389 voters who wanted to consider 
the matter further. If straw votes are any indication of 
sentiment, there is a strong feeling in Saskatchewan in 
favor of secession. It may be noted, however, that the pro¬ 
posal gains no support from the United Farmers of Mani¬ 
toba and the United Farmers of Al'berta. 

it is unfortunate for a calm consideration of the question 
that talk of secession always reaches its loudest in periods 
of hard times. When B.C. waxed vehement on the subject 
of secession a few years agb, it was under the provocation 
of financial difficulties.

Does It Threaten Peace? 

Does this threaten European 
peace? There are two interpretations 
those who have studied “Mein Kami'” 
(Hitler’s book) claim that the real ob¬ 
jective is political sovereignty over 
the countries between Germany anil 
the rich field of the Ukraine. In 1936 
Hitler said; “If we had the stores of 
raw material in the Ural mountains, 
and the fertile plains of the Ukraine, 
our German people would swim in 
plenty. “Germany’s trade chiefs are 
believed to go even farther than Hit¬ 
ler’s declaration that he wants only 
the Germans under the Swastika. 
They do not share his race doctrines, 
and would willingly swallow Czecns, 
Slovaks, Magyars, Poles and Russians 
if it made Germany stronger. 

The other interpretation, is that 
Germany has no territorial ambitions 
in the Southeast but is seeking merely 
to find markets for her workers and 
raw material for her needs. They be¬ 
lieve her ambition is solely economic 
penetration. Any excessive political 
exploitation would bring a Balkan 
group into being which lose her, her 
economic gains. Teuton and Slavs 
have never gone well in double har¬ 
ness. 

“1 regard,” says Floyd Chalmers, 
the writer of the article “a nation of 
prosperous Germans as less of a men¬ 
ace than a nation of starved and dis¬ 
illusioned Germans. If Germany and 
the Balkans can help each other’s 
well-being, then the standard of living 
will be raised, and -also the buying 
power of a most important economic 
area. Just as free trade within Un¬ 
ited States has created a strong na¬ 
tion, and Empire preferences have 
built up the Empire, so Germany an<l 
the Balkans should be better custo¬ 
mers for other countries. 

Trade Offensive 

In her trade offensive Germany uses 
credits, trade treaties, straight barter, 
dumping. The clearing agreement in 
use enables two insolvent nations to 
trade with each other. Germany has 
clearing agreements with 30 coun¬ 
tries. One Danubian statesman said: 
“It is better to trade with Germany- 
on her own terms than not to be able 
to trade with anyone.” Germany is

Up to the beginning of November, 
the precipitation for this fall has been 
below normal in this area. The nor¬ 
mal rainfall is 2.18 inches. For Sep¬ 
tember and October this district has 
had about 1.7 inches, the lowest since 
’933. Last year rainfall in autumn 
months was 2.4 inches. There has 
been even more marked decline in 
Macleod, Iethbridge and Cardston 
districts. At Medicine Hat conditions 
are better, and Coronation and Em¬ 
press show improvement. The north¬ 
ern part of the province, including 
north and east of Red Deer have had 
less than usual. Saskatchewan is bet¬ 
ter, than normal, but Manitoba shows 
drastic decrease.
